Saddle Brook High School

A Bergen County School 
After sitting in on several classes the principal in- 
formed Mr. Smith she was especially interested in the 
questions asked by the students.

As a re- 
sult very likely viewers will be urged to sip this or that 
brand of suds for instant, bright, golden, clear, dry, full 
strength or some other kind of refreshment as they 
watch the next President of the United States sworn 
into office.

EDITORIAL 


AFTER YALE — WHAT ? 


The world famous Yale University Center of Alco- 
hol Studies and Laboratory of Applied Bio-dynamics is 
to be discontinued. For forty years the center has pio- 
neered in scientific research on the social, psychological 
and economic aspects of alcohol. It is the only place of 
its kind anywhere. 


When asked the reason for dropping the Center, the 
University Provost, Dr. Norman S. Buck replied: “We 


are not ready to make an announcement.” 


There have been rumors to the effect that the 
Center is a financial liability. If such is the case the 
closing should silence those who have claimed the liquor 
interest were backing the Center and thus influencing 
its findings. It is our opinion the “traffic” would long 
ago have liked to see the demise of the school and it is 
just possible that their pressure behind the scenes has 
had something to do with present events. 


Because certain of the Yale findings did not con- 
firm some of the popular theories as to the harmful 
effects of beverage alcohol there have been many sincere 
temperance advocates who will not lament the Center's 
passing. It is our contention that the case for abstinence 
has been strengthened in that the Center has confirmed 
many claims of Temperance workers lending authority 
to such statements that even the most caustic tongued 
propagandist for the liquor traffic could not deny. 


It is difficult for the average laymen to visualize 
5,015,000 alcoholics throughout America or 232,200 al- 
coholics in New Jersey. But because the Yale Center for 
Alcohol Studies estimates such figures are reasonably 
correct, I know of only one minor public official in the 
Garden State who dared to say “I don’t believe it.” If 
a Church official or League worker would have been 
first to announce such figures he would have been 
shouted down as an alarmist and it would have been 
demanded he produce proof or retract his statement. 


In the closing of the Center we are concerned lest 
some less principled institution of higher learning will 
accept a grant from the Licensed Beverage Industries, 
Inc., or the United Brewers Foundation and with such 
monies attempt to fill the vacuum created by the un- 
timely end of Dr. Yandell Henderson’s noble experiment. 
The Center was carefully nurtured by Dr. Howard 
Haggard, its second director, and brought to full maturity 
under the leadership of Dr. Seldon Bacon. 


Our sincere thanks for the help received through 
the efforts of those associateed with the Center during 
this editor's fourteen years of full time service in the 
temperance ministry and for its overall contribution to 
our knowledge of alcohol during the forty years of its 


existence. 


It is understood the nineteenth annual session of 
the Summer School of Alcohol Studies will be held at 
the University in July 1961.

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COURT RULING MAY CAUSE 
AUTO INSURANCE HIKE 


The State Supreme Court has recently ruled that 
a car owner's standard insurance policy covers almost 
any driving activity of a person given initial permission 
by the owner to use the car. 

The ruling stemmed from an accident in 1956 when 
a car owned by Mrs. Hilda Velasco and driven by Mrs. 
Betty Hoerner hit another car. 

Mrs. Hoerner had borrowed the car to visit her 
mother but on the way home she drove on to Paterson 
to a tavern. After a few drinks she drove to another bar, 
returned to the first tavern, went back to the second, 
and back again for a third time to the first bar. 

She had the accident after she finally left for home. 

Passengers in the second car were awarded a total 
of $26,375. for injuries. The company which had in- 
sured Mrs. Velasco’s car refused to pay claiming Mrs. 
Hoerner had made unauthorized use of the vehicle. 

The Court held no attention should be paid to 
whether the use made of the car was within the allowed 
usage granted by the owner. 

The moral of this story: Don’t allow someone else 
to use your car, especially if they are likely to stop at 
a bar on the way.

ADMINISTRATION CONTINUES WAR 
ON DRUNK DRIVERS 


Acting through Attorney General Furman, Gover- 
nor Meyner called for the cooperation of county physi- 
cians and medical examiners in an effort to obtain facts 
that will help provide more effective enforcement 
against drunken drivers. 

The Attorney General believes the program — first 
of its kind in the nation — is so important that he will 
seek a court order to compel the cooperation of any 
county that refuses to comply. 

It is intended that the counties shall report to 
Trenton what factor alcohol plays in fatal accidents. The 
information thus compiled will provide a statistical pic- 
ture. Middlesex is the only county, up to now, that has 
regularly reported to the State concerning such matters. 
The program, primarily an information gathering plan, 
will be extended later to include reports on non-fatal 
accidents. 

Data at present available, Furman said, indicates the 
presence of alcohol in varying degrees in 30 to 50 per 
cent of fatal accidents — “But we want to know precisely 
what the incidence is in New Jersey,” he said. 

A percentage of alcohol in the blood equal to .15% 
or more is at present regarded as meaning the driver 
was drunk. “We may find that .15% is the wrong 
figure —” Furman reported explaining “we may want it 
to be .12 or .10%.” 

Acting Motor Vehicle Director Ned J. Parsekian 
reported 3,005 revocations for drunk driving in 1959. 
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“Perhaps it can be said that in no case will a young 
person be attracted to alcohol unless he has had associa- 
tions with some older person who has received a feeling 
of satisfaction or tension reduction from the use of al- 
cohol . . . Therefore, it seems important that we explore 
what meaning adult drinking models have for adolescents 
who tend to question adult authority and look with 
skepticism upon parental advice.” —

The fact that advertising cannot reverse a major 
trend in national consumption or in the consumption 
of a product group as a whole does not, of course, mean 
that individual advertisers are wasting their money when 
they fight a trend. Advertising may add sufficient value 
to an individual brand of a product to enable it to resist 
the trend; by increasing its share of a declining market 
a brand may actually show a gain in sales even though 
industry-wide sales are falling. A case in point is the 
Bert and Harry Piel campaign which slightly (very 
slightly) increased the sale of Piels in the New York 
Metropolitan Area at a time when total beer sales in 
the city were slipping fairly rapidly.
